pompany wos rapresented by J. W, Paul of
Umaha and all the councilmoen ware prasent
when he unfolded his plan to them, His
DUFPOse 1 to begin noar the interssction of
North Flghth streat and the viver and bualld
n track nearly parallel with tho coursa of the
fivor, passing under the enst span of the
mator bridge ana ending at  Mirst avenue.
This track is 1o be accompaniod by all the
switches necessary for operating a firat class
belt ino.  Thiough o largo part of 1t courao
it is to be lald on the levee, and this will vid
thie city of the trouble nnd expenso of Keap-
ing the loveo In proper vepair, as [t will bn
nocossiry for the company to keep It In re-
pile for 1ts own nrotection,

I'he object vho company has in proposing
tho schiome, so says  Mre. Paul, 18 the filling
upof theland o the northwestern pat't of
tho ety with faotorios. Thera 1s a largo
nmount of vacant lund there which at prosent
Is almost worthloss, but which coold bo
Incrensed in value immengely of o systematic
effort were inade to mecure manufneturing
enterprises.  Tho beltline wall be used in
conuueeting the manufacturing districts with
the Nortliwostorn on the north and  wilb all
the other ronds centering Io the eity at the
wost end of  [Miest avenue, Through North
Twontieth street tho district hias un outlet
to the cliy itsell, that stroet slrendy being
riaisod to grade.
